Tlie  convention  consisted  of  u 
ein(  le  report  and  three  addressee, 
the  principal  one  of  which,  on  the 
problems  of  the  South,  by  J.  B. 
Hawthorne,  was  the  most  finished 
piece  of  oratory  that  has  been  dis- 
played before  the  assembly,  and 
before  any  bat  a religious  meeting 
would  have  been  greeted  with 
warm  applause. 

: The  report  of  the  evening  was 
from  the  board  ot  home  missions, 
which  was  read  by  Secretary  Bur- 
rows. The  report  dealt  with  the 
work  of  religious  education  among 
the  native  white  papulation  of  this 
country.  The  report  said  that 
while  the  work  of  the  convention 
among  the  pagans  of  foreign  lands, 
among  the  foreign  element,  the 
Indians  and  negroes  of  this  coun- 
try were  all  necessary,  the  work 
among  onr  own  native  white  pop- 
ulation was  absolutely  Imperative.
